1. Please describe the major features of this project.

Remove the walk along the southern border, as well as the remaining 18-foot wide hardscape between the walk and
the edge of the center walk, and replace with crushed stone. Remove and replace sidewalk along the northern border
with sod. Remove light pole and aerial line, and install two Single-Acorn lights with buried electrical, similar to the
lights that run along Wisconsin Street to the east. The lights would be positioned just north of the center path.
Remove and replace center 16-foot wide path with clay pavers. Install a sculpture base in the middle of the 16-foot
wide center path, and position near Mohawk. Install bollards on either end of the 16-foot path to prevent vehicular
traffic. Remove 3 existing benches just west of alley; install 5 benches (with divider) to replace the old ones between
Larrabee and the alley (8 existing ones - remove 3, replace 5). Install the 5 benches at the same location as the
existing. Improve the condition of the grass through the installation of turf seeding.
